It was also or- 
dered that, owing tothe questionable 
actions of the manager of the Los An- 
geles club in preventing the champion- 
ship series between the Los Angeles 
and San José clubs from being played 
off, neither club should be awarded the 
championship for the full season. 

It was also resolved as the sense of the 
meeting that it would be for the best 
interest of baseball in the future that 
the license of the manager of the Los 
Angeles club to have a club in the 
league next season be not renewed, and 
that the license at present held by Mr.

Clark Moore Indicted for Sheltering 
Evans and Sontag. 

Fresno, Dec. 13.—[{By the Associ- 
ated Press.| This morning in Judge 
Holmes’s department of the Superior 
Court Olark Moore was arraigned on 
‘three indictments, each charging him 
with being an accessory after the fact 
of murderin harboring Evans and Son- 
tag. The indictments were found No- 
vember 19, Warrants issued 
December. 2 ane the arrest hy: 
Sheriff Hensley today. | 

The first indictment charges that on 
August 7 Oscar Beaver was killed in 
Tulare county by Evans and Sontag, 
and thereafter on September 10, and 
sundry other times, Clark Moore, well 
knowing that Evans and Sontag had 
committed murder, gave them aid and 
comfort, harbored them and rendered 
them assistance. 

The second indictment alleges the 
same fact, except that in this case the 
murder was that of Vernon C. Wilson, 
killed by the train-robbers at Sampson 
Flat of September 12. 

The third murder to which Moore is 
alleged to have been accessory after the 
fact is that of Andy McGinnis, killed at 
the same time as Wilson. 

Moore was represented by his attor- 
ney, N. C. Caldwell. He wag given till 
next Monday to plead, The bonds de- 


manded aggregated $5000, which 
Moore furnished.

During 1893 
the company will build over twenty 
miles of rapid transit lines, fifteen miles 
of this being electric and five miles 
cable road.

FEDERATION OF LABOR. 


Fands Approptiated for Defending Strik- 

ers Acectsed of Crime. 
Dec. 18.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] At this morning's ses- 
sion of the Federation of Labor various 
committees reported progress. Resolu- 
tions were introduced on the saloon 
question, the mustache question, the 
standing of Knights of Labor in the fed- 
eration, political action, the granting of 
charters to central bodies, compulsory 
arbitration, interference of courts and 
military, Chinese sailors on the Pacific 
Mail steamers, assisted immigration, 
the calling out of armed bodies during 
strikes, 
labor law, @ universal label to establish 
a sinking fund, for the pardon of the 
Chicago Haymarket Anarchists, for a 
national eight-hour law, for the inau- 
guration of educatiomby the federation, 
favoring the abolition of trusts and 
speculation in food products, for the or- 
ganizatiow~into national bodies of 
unions of freight handlers and broom- 
makers, and a number of others of 
minor importance. 

*At the afternoon session the question 
of making an appropriation for the 
Homestead sufferers was discussed. 
The report of the committee recom- 
mending the convention to donate 
$1000 to aid the defense of the arrested 
strikers, was adopted, and $500 addi- 
tional was contributed to the relief 
fund. 

President Weihe, of the Amalgamated 
Association, made a detailed statement 
of the troubles, and said 225 men are 
now under indictment, of whom five are 
charged with murder, over thirty with 
treason, and the remainder with con- 
spiracy and riot. Although many old 
employés are now at work, 2200 bave 
uot got back.

BORDER TROUBLES. 


The Recent Fight Between Garza's Men 
and Mextean Soldiers. 

Gatvest on (Tex.,) Dec. 13.—[By the 
Associated Press.}] News from the 
Mexican border indicates that the Garza 
outbreak is only the fag end of the rev- 
olution. It is doubtfulif the conspira- 
tors really contemplate a _ revolution. 
They seem to be bent mostly on plun- 
der. In the fight onthe Mexican side, 
opposite San Ygnacio, Capt. Seguro, 
one lieutenant and eight men were 
The barracks in which the 
troops were garrisoned were burned 
over their heads, all horses stolen, and 
also a Jarge number of carbines, revolv- 
ers and corsiderable ammunition. 
After the fight the bandits immediately 
crossed to this side. 

A special from Laredo to the News 
says: ‘'This evening a force of United 
States cavalry consisting of sixty men 
under Lieut. Bediken, was ordered out 
from Fort McIntosh bound for Seapaka 
county on a scouting expedition on the 
Rio Grande, in search of Garza bandits. 
Information received here is that 
at the time of the attack at San 
Ygnacio, Capt. Seguero and a citi- 
zen were killed while sitting in the 
Captain’s quarters, The Mexican sol- 
diers, forty-five in number, were com- 
pelled to surrender. Five refused and 
were burned alivein thebuilding. Five 
bandits were killed several 
wounded.’’ 

Kansas City, Dec. 13.—A special to 
the Times from Laredo, Tex., says 
that twenty-five men were killed and 
severa) wounded in Saturday’s battle 
between Mexican soldiers and revolu- 
tionists.

Rey. Dr. Briggs Enters Upon 
His Defense, 


A Great Crowd Present to Hear the 
Distinguished Theologian.

Mrs. Cleveland Among the Specta- 
tors at the Trial. 


The Cincinnati Presbytery Passes Sentence 
on Prof. Smith—He is Deposed from 
the Ministry—An Appeal to 
Be Taken, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New Yorx, Dec. 13.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Fress.| The Briggs's trial was 
resumed today. The galleries of the 
church were crowded. Among the 
prominent people in the galleries was 
Mrs. Cleveland. The large attendance 
was due to the fact that Briggs was to 
answer the charges. 

Briggs read from a printed pamphlet. 
He considered the points of the prose- 
cating committee's argument, and as- 
serted that the lines of prosecution 
adopted by them were illegal and dis- 
honorable. Much of McCook’s argu- 
ment was devoted to the exposition of 
the fourth and seventh charges, which 
had been ruled out by the presbytery. 
By thus defying the presbytery the 
prosecotion had succeeded in its scheme 
of sending to a higher court, hereafter, 
an argument in support of thetruth of 
the charges. ..Defendant argued that no 
argument had been advanced by the 
prosecuting committee to sustain 
charges Nos. 1, 4.5 aud 6, and these 
charges should be thrown out. There 
had been no proof offered yet that he 
had been guilty of heretical teachings, 
and if this were a civil court he would 
stop right" here and ask thatthe case 
be dismissed, but recognizing the fact 
that the trial was merely for the pur- 
pose of carrying these charges to a 
higher ecclesiastical tribunal, he was 
forced to consider them on their merits. 

Briggs then proceeded to take up suc- 
cessively the charges and specifica- 
tions, and to give categorical responses 
in his argument, which was remarkable 
for wide research, profound erudition 
and close reasoning. He first called at- 
tention to the preliminary principles 
regulating alltrials for heresy in the 
Presbyterian Church in the United 
States, which beagaid ha@ been entirely 
disregarded prosecution in 
their arguments upon the amended 
charges and specifications. Presby- 
terian law required that the charges 
should set forth that certain teachings 
are in irreconcilable conflict with cer- 
tain doctrines which are essential and 
necessary to the Westminster stand- 
ard and thescriptures. As todangerous 
errors, not in irreconctlable conflict 
with the essential and necessary ar- 
ticles of the Westminster confession, 
this presbytery had not a constitu- 
tional right to deal with them. 

Dr. Briggs next considered ‘‘The 
Bible, the only foundation of Divine 
authority,’’ and replied to parts 1 and 2 
together. Atthis point the defendant 
stopped reading tor the day.

Crxcinwati, Dec. 138.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}] The committee of the 
Cincinnati Presbytery to fix the penalty 
against Prof. Henry P, Smith, found 
guilty in the recent trial, today sub- 
mitted two reports, one recommending 
reprimand and one suspension. The 
presbytery went into secret session to 
consider the reports. 

The presbytery, by a vote of 31 to 
27, as unofficially reported, pronounced 
against Kev. Dr. Smith as follows: 

Dr. Smith is suspended from the ministry 
of the Presbyterian Church until such time 
as be shail make manifest tothe satisfac- 
tion of the presbytery his renunciation of 
the errors andthathe has formed a holy 
and solemn purpose no longer to teach or 
propagate them. 

A majority of the committee favored 
a rebuke, but by the close vote already 
yiven the decision was in favor of his 
suspension from the ministry. His ac- 
quittal on the first charge and the close- 
ness of the vote on the other charges 
and inthe sentence are taken as good 
reasons why Prof. Smith should appeal 
to the Ohio Synod and to the General 
Assembly. But, on the other hand, it 
is said that the known views of the 
synod are such that an appeal would be 
in vain except asa step toward reach- 
ing the General Assembly. 

There is deep feeling inthe Presby- 

terian Church over the progress and re- 
sult of the trial. Many see in it the 
opening wedge for a divided churcu. 
Tomorrow morning the presbytery will 
meet for the purpose of approving the 
record and passing sentence upon the 
convicted member. 
* Dr. Smith said tonight that he did 
not intend to let the matter rest here. 
He says he will appeal the case to the 
synod, which meets next September. 
In the meantime he will.continue in his 
professor's chair at Lane Seminary.

THE HOMESTEAD PLOT. 


Strikers Deny the Story, bat Fresh Dis- 
closures Are Coming. 

Pittspuren, Dec. 13.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Charles Stanford, who 
died in Toronto last night from supposed 
poison, administered at Homestead dur- 
ing the strike, is not known by the Car- 
negie officers. The cook Gallagher, 
whois saidto have made the confes- 
sion implicating Beatty and others, 
is im Pittsburgh, but is hiding 
through fear, it is said, that he 
will be killed. Officials and members of 
the Homestead advisory board continue 
to denounce the poison plot as a scheme 
to further injure them, but that the com- 
pany has some revelations which are 
sensational, there is little doubt, and 
members of the Carnegie firm say that 
disclosures are yet to come.

Wasutnroton, Dec. 183.—[By the Asso- 
The attention of Secre- 
tary of State Foster was called to a 
lengthy interview with the Canadian 
Minister. Foster, telegraphed 
from Ottawa, in which ‘the Canadian 
severely criticises President Harrison's 
annual message with reference to 
Canada. Speaking of the reciprocity 
matter Secretary Foster said that dur- 
ing the conference last winter Mr. 
Blaine did not insist on a uniform tariff 
for both countries, but did ask that 
the schedule be not confined 
to natural products, but include 
an agreed. list of manufactured 
goods. The fisheries question covered 
more than a century of voluminous 
discussion and prolonged controversy, 
but the most limited examination of it 
shows that at every step in its history 
exacting and unreasonable demands of 
Canada bave frustrated otherwise har- 
monious adjustments between Great 
Britain and the United States. This 
was especially noticeable .in the fur 
seal controversy. It is a well*known 
fact that in 1888 the subject had 
reached a complete basis of settle- 
ment in London between Lord Salis- 
bury and Minister Phelps, when Can- 
ada’s remonstances defeated the ar- 
rangement and precipitated the two 
governments into a bitter discussion, 
out of which has grown the Bering Sea 
arbitration. 

‘Canada’s statement of the issue in- 
volved in the controversy is also mis-. 
leading,’’ said Secretary Foster.* ‘It is 
not a question of free fishing onthe 
high seas. The Government of the 
United States does not claim that Ber- 
ing Sea is a mare clausum and does not 
seek to restrict legitimate freedom of 
the ocean; but, in the language of Mr. 
Blaine, it does claim that the law of the 
sea is notlawlessness. It holds that fur 
seals born and reared on the Pribvioff 
Islands, on which they spend a large 
partof their existence and to which 
they return with unvarying instinct, 
represent a large and valuable interest 
and an industry which should not be 
permitted to be exterminated by the 
inhuman methods of Canadian poachers. 

“The Canadian Minister clouds the 
canal controversy by shifting the real 
ground to an alleged comparison of the 
relative advantages the two countries 
derive from each others’ concessions, 
under the treaty of Washington in the 
matter of navigation. The whole move- 
ment is evidently designed to force the 
United States to yield to Canada free 
navigation of the Hudson River, a con- 


cession which was left wuncon- 
sidered in the conference which 
led up to the treaty of Wash- 
ington. The navigation of Lake 


Michigan by Canadians was made then 
expressly equivalent to navigation of 
the St. Lawrence River. Every at- 
tempt to bring abouta better under- 
standing as to canal* tolls has been met 
by a demand from Canada that free 
navigation of the Hudson River be 
thrown in by the United States as the 
price of Canada’s tulfillment of the sim- 
ple terms of the treaty of Washington. 
All nations have carefully guarded their 
internal avenues of communication and 
coastwise commerce from foreign in- 
trusion, and the President, has neither 
the inclination nor the power to pay 
the price of its surrender in this in- 
stance to secure the observance by Can- 
ada of What he regards as plain treaty 
obligations.”’ 

Secretary Foster also devoted some 
space to Canada’s attitude toward our 
railway traffic, and said: ‘Our tolera- 
tion of Canadian railroad operations 
has thus far been one of the many in- 
stances of the forbearance of the execu- 
tive and a distinguished mark of a de- 
sire to cultivate friendly relations with 
Canada.”’

British Delegates at Brussels Rebuked by 
the Indian Represcntatives—Senator 
Jones Addresses the Confer- 
ence—Foreign Notes.

Panis, Dec, 18.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] Minister of Finance 
Rouvier today resigned as a result of 
the publication of a letter by Clemen- 
ceau in Figaro implicating him with 
Reinach and Herz in the Patfama Canal 
scandal. The political situation is very 
critical, and another government crisis 
is extremely likely. 

The Gaulois publishes the story in 
detail, professing to give the story of 
the last hours of Baron Reinach, It 
says: 

After his visit with Cleménceau and 
Rouvier to Herz for the purpose of getting 
the papers to let up in their publications of 
the Panama Canal details, and, finding that 
Herz would no noting, he realized that 
there was no escaping the results of his 
acts. So he went home at midnight. wrote 
a number of letters, destroyed compromis- 
ing documents, and at 1 o'clock took poi@on. 

In the Depnaties Rouvier confirmed 
the statement by Clemenceau that he 
and Reinach visited Clemenceau on the 
eve of the Baron’s death, and that. the 
three visited Herz to induce him to use 
his influence to stop ‘the attacks on 
Reinach. Herzinformed them that ‘it 
was not in his power to stop the attacks, 
and the visitors left. 

Paul Deroulede made a violent attack 
upon Rouvier, declaring that he ought 
to be compelled to appear before acourt 
of justice and answer the charges 
against himin connection with his con- 
duct while holding a ministerial posi- 
tion. 

Rouvier said he was ready to answer 
the charges in any court, adding that he 
visited Reinach solely from motives of 
humanity. 

Shortly after Rouvier’s visit to Presi- 
dent Carnot it was officially announced 
that the Finance Minister’s resignafion 
had been accepted and Tirard appointed 
to succeed Rouvier. 

Premier Ribot has decided to make 
Poissetin’s bill a Cabinet issue and 
stand or fall by the chamber’s rejection 
or adoption of the measure.

THE MONETARY CONFERENCE. 


Indian Delegates Protest Against Their 
English Brethren. 

Brusseis, Dec. 138.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press,] At the sitting to- 
day of the International Monetary Con- 
ference Sir Guildford Houldsworth, one 
of the delegates representing the Indian 
government, protested against the ob- 
structions offered by British delegates 
at that and previous conferences. But 
for the tactics employed by the repre- 
sentatives of Great Britain, he said, the 
currency question would bave been set- 
tled long ago. Sir Guildford declared 
that the situation in Great Britain had 
greatly changed since November 22, 


the date of the first meeting of 
the conference, and he snggested 
that the conference ~ adjourn a 


few weeks to enable the _ British 
government to reconsider the whole 
question. He gave as a reason for the 
change in the situation in Great Brit- 
ain the statementin favor of bi-metal- 
lism made by Archbishop Walsh of Dub- 
lin, the resolutions adopted by the Ag- 
ricultural Conference a few days ago in 
London, and the petitions forwarded to 
the government by various chambers of 
commerce. 

Senator Jones made a long address on 
bi-metallism, reviewing the history of 
the question atgreatlength. Heargued 
from this history that the increase of 
silver production had led even toa 
revival of industries and commerce. 
The demonetization of silver caused a 
disastrous fall in prices throughout the 
civilized world. The prosperity of 
every country depended upon the 
stability of the value of itsmoney. The 
uninterrupted employment of people 
could be accomplished only through 
the instrumentality of time contracts 
which often deferred the date of pay- 
Any in- 
crease in the value of money, on which 
the terms of the contract were based, 
bore down crushingly upon employers 
who saw all their foresight thwarted by 
a subtle, inexplicable power. Such 
phenomena were followed by suspen- 
sion of work and enterprise and en- 
forced idleness upon the laboring 
classes.

THE PEACE OF EUROPE. 


Not Likely to Be Until the Present Genera- 
tion of France In Dead and Forgotten. 
[New York Times editorial] 

It is some months since there has been 
an acute outbreak of “the European 
crisis.’’ The crisis may be said to exist 
so long as France does not definitely re- 
nounce the reconquest of Alsace-Lor- 
raine. Bismarck, with that brutality 
of good sense which is his most distin- 
guishing characteristic, put tis point 
very welland strongly in the famous 
speech in which he successfully exhorted 
Germany to add to her military burdens 
in time of peace. He challenged the 
production of the name of even one 
French statesman who had publicly re- 
nounced the scheme of reconquest, and 
left it to be inferred, if he did not say, 
that no French statesman could retain 
a popular following who should advise 
the renunciation. The challenge was 
quite safe. Inthat respect there has 
been no change whatever since 1871. 
There is not likely to be any change 
until the generation of Frenchmen that 
remembers the war has passed away, 
or until Alsace and Lorraine have be- 
come Germanized. Untilone of these 
two things occurs the 
rh be a chronic fact of European poli- 
tics. 

One of them is apparently about as 
likely to occur as the other. In fact, 
many of the Frenchmen who fought 
against Prussia are still in the vigor of 
life, and their emotions of twenty years 


ago are still their most powerful politi- 


cal motives. Even when they have all 
passed away itis more than question- 
able whether the reconquest of the con- 
quered provinces will not be the main 
political object of France, because it 
will be the main sentimental object of 
Frenchmen. This object could be de- 
feated by the Germanization of the con- 
guered provinces, so that the great ma- 
jority of their inhabitants would prefer 
the rule of Germany tothat of France. 
Such a conversion would be most useful, 
not only for Germany, but for the peace 
of Europe. Historically, as has been 
shown by many German and non-Ger, 
man commentators, the ‘‘claim’’ of Ger- 
many to the. provinces is very strong. 
They were originally the prize of a suc- 
cessful French war, and before that 
they were German. But in our day 
such claims amount to very little. The 
practical question is: What do the peo- 
ple most concerned think aboutit? If 
they themselves have a preference for 
one of the two claimants tc sovereignty 
over them, that preference is accounted 
as final, and the sympathies of the civ- 
ilized world go out to them. 


CARE OF LITTLE CHILDREN. . 


The Hardening Process—Some Evro 

Ideas On the Value of Cold Ablutions 
Contributed to The Timea, 

It is agreed that the health of chil- 
dren is best.guarded and preserved by 
rendering them hardened against cold 
and the diseases resulting from cold. 

This is believed by many to be best 
effected by accustoming the child to 
cold water so that he will be indifferent 
to the changes of temperature. 

Thatthis should be effective, cold 
ablutions must be madea daily prac- 
tice, for the system falls back into its 
sensitive condition as soon as they are 
discontinued. 

The morality of children reaches a 
maximum twice a year; in summer, 
when multitudes die of diarrhma, 
mostly inthe poor quarters of large 
cities; againin winter when they suc- 
cumb to catarrhs and inflammations of 
the respiratory organs—fatalities more 
apt téhappen tothe delicate children 
of the richer class. \ 

DANGER FROM COLD, DRY \IR. 

An idea prevails that winter weather 
is beneficial to young children. 

If the temperature be below freezing 
point, the more dangerous it is for the 
child’s health the colder and drier the 
air gets, no matter whether the skin is 
kept warm or not; thecold, dry air irri- 
tates the respiratory organs and is apt 
to cause inflammation. This is the more 
dangerous the younger the child is. 
Cold, damp weather, with or withont 
rain, when the temperature is above 
freezing point, is much less to be feared 
if the child be sufficiently well wrapped. 

PRECAUTIONS IN WINTER FOGs. 


Fog, on the contrary, is not to be 
trusted, and the danger from it ins 
creases with the severity of the cold. 
It is not sufficient then for a child to be 
well wrapped, precautions must be 
taken that it does not breathe the air 
without its being previously warmed. 
This is effected by covering the child’s 
head, leaving a good space fof nose and 
mouth over which a thick veil is fast- 
ened. 

In mild, frosty weather, children old 
enough to run about can be sent out for 
ashorttime. At a temperature of 10° 
Celcius, children under 6 should not be 
allowed out. A snowfall, if the tem- 
perature is not low, is not harmful for 
a child well wrapped. 

HARDENING ABLUTIONS. 

The hardening process by means of 
water should begin when the child is 
able to run about; not with cold baths, 
but with cold ablutions of certain parts 
of the body with water that has stood 
twelve or twenty-four hours in the 
room, but to which no warm water has 
been added, (These hardening ablu- 
tions are never to be begun except in 
summer; and with infants it is all out 
of the question.) ' 

The cold ablutions should begin with 
the hands and arms, then the face. On 
another day the back and legs may be 
laved. Later the neck and breast of 
the bodv can be similarly subjected. 
Not until the age of 6 are the cold 
ablutions to be applied simultaneously 
to the whole body. 

Any kind of catarrh, even a simple 


feverless cold, should forbid the con- |. 


tinuation of the hardening ablutions. 
Nor should they ever be given within 
three hours after a meal. 

In winter the child must be kept near 
the stove during the process, and stand 
in a wooden tub with warm water upto 
the ankles. The washing and drying 
should be done as regular as possible. 

Living rooms must not be overheated, 
20° Celcius is about the right warmth; 
for older children 18° is sufficient. To 
thrive well in this temperature they 
must be warmly dressed.

They will have un- 
limited opportunity to hunt other ave- 
nues of usefulness. 

On the 18th of last October Prof. 
Alexander Graham Bell inaugurated 
the long-distance telephone line be- 
tween New York and Chicago. The 
Electrical Review gives a full report of 
the ceremonies, together with a de- 
scription of the line and appliances. 
To clear the wires a cornet solo was 
played in the transmitter at the New 
York end. Each note was distinctly 
heard by about forty persons at the 
Chicago end, each one being provided 
with a receiver connected in circuit at 


-acentral table and distributed around 


the room, The induction was consider- 
ably less than on local lines in New 
York city. No external noise was 
heard, and the tone of the cor- 
net sounded clear and _ mellow. 
It was then demonstrated that 
conversation could be carried on 
between these two points, nearly 
one thousand miles apart, with as much 
ease as between two adjacent blocks. 
Answers were received to questions 
whispered into the transmitter. It is 
practically demonstrated, then, that a 
whisper may be senta thousand cmiles 
by telephone. 

This whisper proclaims the doom of 
the telegraph. In less than ten vears 
from the present time—perhaps in less 
than five—we may expect to see tele- 
grapic communication relegated to the 
limbo of the great institutions of the 
past. The telephone will supersede it 
as acheaper, readier and more accu- 
rate means of transmitting messages for 
both short and long distances. 

Although the telephone is an inven- 
tion notover twelve years old, it has 
already made most wonderful strides. 
The late census shows that at the be- 
ginning of 1879 the business amotnted 
to little or nothing. In 1880 there 
were 148 companies in operation, with 
an investment of $14,605,789. In 
1890 there were 53 companies, with 
an investment of $72,841,736, 
ing an increase of 359 percent. There 
are several items of comparison which 
illustrate the phenomenal growth of 
this branch of industry. The gross 
earmingsin 1880 were $38,098,081; 
in 1890 they were $16,404,588, an 
increase of 429}; percent. The gross 
expenses increased only S869¢ per 
cent., andthe net earnings increased 
626 per cent. 

These figures tell an interesting story 
—the story of a monopoly which suc- 
ceeded in decreasing the number of 
operating companies from 148 to 53 
and increasing the net earnings 626 
percent. The American people have 
had to pay roundly for their telephone 
privileges, but it is such a useful inven- 
tion that they could not do without it. 
Phenomenal as the development of the 
business has been, there is no disputing 
the proposition that it would have been 
vastly more rapid had it not been domi- 
nated by a monopoly. Not only the 
extension of lines retarded by the high 
prices and rigid restrictions imposed, 
but the improvement of methods of 
transmission was also checked. The 
Bell patents on transmitters were so

hour or two. In this way quite a 
number of people might be attacted to 
each receiving instrument, but what a 
grist they would grind out! 

When this time of quick, easy and 
cheap transmission arrives, all will 
share inthe benefits. The newspapers 
willsave thousands of dollars in tele- 
graph tolls, and can increase their bnd- 
gets to any requirement. The public 
will be the gainers in the increased vol- 
ume of news laid before them daily. 
Then, in the matter of , business corre- 
spondence, the use ef the telephone 
will be so ready and expeditious that 
le.ter-writing for this purpose will al- 
most be abandoned. We expect rates 
to be soe reduced and telephones so 
abundant that it will be a great deal 
easier to call up a friend a thonsand or 
two miles away and have a chat with him 
than to drop him a.postal card. Uncle 
Sam’s mail will be the sufferer from 
that sort of thing, but the public con- 
venience will be immeasurable greater. 

This prospective annihilation of time 
and distance in the matter of communi-. 
cation reads almost like a flight of the 
fancy, but it may be regarded as a feat 
already accomplished and merely held” 
in abeyance for a year or two. 


Reforms for Whittier, 

The superintendent of the Reform” 
school at Whittier suggests the follow- 
ing amendments to the laws relating to 
that institution, and hopes they may be 


adopted by the forthcoming Legislas: 
ture: 


1. So thet children shall be com- 
mitted to the guardianship of the» 
school during their minority; thus giy- 
ing the trustees power to place a boy 
ont in a suitable ome within one week, 
one month or one year from thetime he 
was sent tothe school, as they might 
see was best forthe boy. At presenta 
boy is committed for from one to’ five 
years, and the trustees have no disére- 
tion in the matter or control over the 
child after his ‘‘time is up.’’ 

2. To change the name of the school 
from ‘‘Reform School for Juvenile Of- 
fenders’’ to Whittier State School, or, 
some other name that contained no 
penal suggestions. 

3. To allow only ny judges to. 
commit, thus taking from~ the police’ 
judges and justices of the peace the 
powerto commit. The village justice 
is liable to be too easily induced to say 
‘five years in Whittier.”’ 

4. To have a law passed prohibiting 
the detention of boys and girls in jails 
pending their commitment to Whittier. 
Many a child receives his first degree 
in.the freemasonry of crime while’ 
waiting in the county jail for a con- 
venient time to be brought to Whittier. 
Asad way for the State to begin the 
child's reformation. The editors seemed 
interested in our boys and girls and 
promised to do all in their power to aid 
them. 

There is nothing unreasonable in 
most of these proposition, and some of 
them are obviously essential. It is 
conceded that the commitment of 
children to this institution has been 
entirely to free and easy, and greater 
restrictions should be thrown around 
this proceeding. Many worthless 
parents and guardians, instead of exer- 
cising reasonable discipline and keep- 
ing boys and girls at home, have been 
ready to rush to a court with the com- 
plaint that the youngster is incorrigible, 
and asking a commitment to. Whittier. 
This confesses one of twothings; either 
that the applicant is lacking in force of 
character, or wants to shift the bur- 
den of maintaining the child upon the 
State.

Political Brawls With Serious 

Results in Japan, . - + 

A Scheme for Furnishing the Mikado 
With a Navy. 


The Yellow River Again Overflowing 
Grain Fields in China. 


The Damage Not as Great as in Former 
Years—Funeral of a Noted General— 
Notes from the Flowery 
Kingdom, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

San Francisco, Dec. 13.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] The steamship Pera 
arrived this morning from China and 
Japan. Advices from Japan to Novem- 
ber 28 state that the imyerial Diet was 
to formally open November 29, slight 
flelay being caused by the preparation 
of the budget. The Diet assembled for 
the preliminary session on the 27th. 

A member of the House of Represent- 
atives named Minaye was assaulted by 
one of the Soshi while on his way to 
the Parliament buildings and received 
a slight wound from a sword. The as- 
sailant was arrested. 

The present state of the political 
partiesin Japanis saidto be one of 
great vacillation. At Kogoshima, No- 
vember 22, collision occurred between 
members ofthe popular party, aad some 
of the pro-official party in which ten 
men were wounded. On the following 
day one of the populist party was’ 
stabbed and fatally wounded in an alter- 
cation with one of the opposite faction. 

JAPAN'S NEW NAVY. 

Count Stagaki, leader of the Jiyute 
party, has published an article treating 
of the extension of Japan’ s navy. He 
holds that Japan must abandon her 
present form of limited defense and 
substitute the plan of defense of the 
country as a whole. To construct 
fortifications at variovs points on the 
coast or maintain several naval nead- 
quarters, he considers is incompatible 
with the geographical situation of 
Japan. He estimates that to construct 
men of war to the extent of a hundred 
thousand tons would cost $50,000,000. 
Estimating the period of completion at 
ten years, were these vessels ordered 
from abroad, abouto§$5,000,000 would 
flow out of the country each year, but 
as silk-culture, cotton spinning and 
other industries are increasing in vol- 
ume every year, Count Stagaki con- 
chides that the balance between exports 
and imports would not be upset. 

Funeral services over the remains of 
Count Yamada, Privy Councillor and 
Lieutenant-General of the army, were 
held at Tokio, November 17. 

Fire November 11 destroyed 600 na- 
tive houses at Tokio. Seventeen fire- 
men were injured. 

A telegram was received by the Home 
Department, November 18, from * Toy- 
ama Kon stating that a portion ofa 
limestone mine at Nagayumura had 
fallen in, burying six miners and thirty 
coolies, who were crushed to death. 

INUNDATION IN CHINA. 

Advices from China state that the in- 
undation by the overflow of the Yellow 
River was deeper and more extensive 
thanin 188%, but the 4 stress eeace 
ensued is likely to be less than in former 
years. The millet crop is well above 
the water and will be safely harvested. 

Mr. O'Connor, the new British Min- 
ister to China, arrived at Hong Kong 
November 2.

THE WHISKY TRUST. 


It Declares a Dividend and Buys More 
Distilleries, 

New York, Dec. 13.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] At the quarterly meet- 
ing of directors of the Whisky Trust 
today a dividend of 14 per cent, paya- 
ble January 3 was declared. There is 
no change in the price of whisky. 

The announcement was made to the 
stockholders of the purchase of the Star 
and Crescent distilleries at Pekin, IIL, 
the Nebraska City Distillery at Ne- 
braska City, and the Central Distillery 
at St. Louis, with an aggregate capac- 
ity of 10,000 barrelsddily. It is said 
in the announcement that the probabil- 
ity that the Government would increase 
the tax on whisky and the big demand 
for the product were the causes which 
induced the trust to depart from its set- 
tled policy not to buy more distilleries, 
because of big profits in sight. 

Cuicaco, Dec. 15.—William Maida, 
editor of the Trade Journal, published 
inthe whisky interest, says that the 
Whisky Trust has secured a corner on 
whisky, and, as a result, prices are 
going up. He declares that the trust 
owns all the whisky in the country and 
has bought up the output of nearly all 
the distilleries several months in ad- 
vance. The idea is that Congress is 
about to increase the whisky tax. The 
whisky now being made will not come 
on the market for about three years.

Probable Arrest of: the. Suppcesed Miller 
Murderer. 
A dispatch was received in this city 


‘last night from Chicago, stating that 


the police had just sent to Los Angeles 
fora murderer named George Moore, 

who is wanted in Chicago. As no such 
man is in custody in this city, it is more 
than probable that an error has been 
made somewhere. It is more likely, if 
there is anything at all in the story, 

that the person referred to is George 
Miles, who was indicted some weeks 
ago by the grand jury for the murder of 
Miller, the proprietor of the Carleton 
saloon, some two ormore vears ago.’ 
Miles was arrested at the time 
of the murder, but was discharged 

on his preliminary examfnation, and 

shortly after left the city, going to 
Albuquerque, N. M., where he has since 

lived.

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Ah Him Arrested on a Charge 
of Robbery. 


The Notorious Highbinder in a Very 
Awkward Prepicament. 


Brought Back to the City to Answer 
for the Crime. 


Some Seneational Developments Looked 
for in the Chinese Kidnaping Case— 
Several White Meh Said to Be 
Impliceated, 


Police Detective Bosqul, who went to 
Sau Francisco last week in company 
with Matron Sellers, of the Temple 
street Chinese mission, and the Chinese 
woman, Choo Fong, returned to the city 
yesterday afternoon with the notorious 
Ah Him in custody. 

Bosqni had rather an exciting trip, as 
several attempts were made to get pos- 
session of the Chinese girl by the high- 
binders. Readers of Tur Times are fa- 
miliar with the history of the case up 
to the time when she was transferred 
from the Temple street mission to the 
San Francisco mission. 

When Mrs. Sellers, who had the 
woinan in custody, decided to take her 
to San Francisco she asked that Bosqui 
be allowed to accompany them, as she 
was afraid the highbinders would take 
the girl from her. The girl was also of 
the opinion that it would not be safe to 
make the journey alone, and as she was 
anx lous to get away from herenemies in 
this city Chief Glass consented to allow 
Bosgui to accompany them. 

The party had no trouble until they 
reached Fresno, where. the train was 
boarded by an officer armed with a writ 
of habeas corpus, whichg@he served on 
Bosqui. 

The writ was not efective, but 

Bosqui did not Chinese woman 
* in custody, and he had no more right to 
deliver her over to the Fresno officers 
than he would have had to take any 
other passenger from the train, so he 
ignored the writ, and went on to San 
Francisco. 

When thé Los Angeles highbinders 
learned that Bosqui had escaped them 
at Fresno, «they telegraphed to San 
Francisco, and at 9:30 o'clock Satur- 
day night Baesqui was served with 
another writ, returnable Monday morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock before Judge Murphy. 
Promptly at that hour Bosqui produced 
Choo Fong in court, and showed that 
she was not in his custody, and that it 
was her desire to go to the San Fran- 
cisco mission, where she could be pro- 
tected from the highbinders. The Court 
dismissed.the writ and allowed the girl 
to return to the mission, where she 
now is. 

As Bosqui was leaving the courtroom 
inthe new City Hall he was told that 
the notorious highbinder, Charley Ah 
Him of Los Angeles, was in the hall of 
records, Bosqui expected this fellow 
to tollow him to San Francisco and he 
was ready for him. 

He was armed with a warrant charg- 
ing Him with highway robbery, and in 
a few minutes the smooth Chinaman 
was placed under arrest. Several at- 
tempts were made to get Him away 
from the detective, but Bosqui proved 
too much for them and landed his man 
in the City Prison last evening. 

The arrestof Him <rew out of the kid- 
naping of Cheo Fong several weeks ago. 
Him and his assjstants got away with 
about 8300 worth of jewelry that the 
woman wore when she was kidnaped, 
and. this is one of the reasons why Bosqui 
has been so anxious to get at the bottom 
of the kidnaping case. Now that Him 
tinds himself in a hole he will probably 
give his partners in the kidnaping busi- 
ness away. 

All sortsof rumors are afloat in con- 
nection with the kidnaping of the 
wotan, and the names of a number of 
white men are mixed upin the case. It 
is more than probable that there will be 
some startling developments when Ah 
Him is placed on trial.

Another Electric Plant in the Near Fua- 
ture—A Queer Explosion. 

According to latest reports Pomona is to 
have another electric-light plant, and that 
very soon. The new company is to be 
started by Mr. Burns and his associates of 
Los Angeles, and they are also heavy stock- 
holders in the Los Angeles Lighting Com- 
pany and in the San Bernardino company.

Whetherthis be true or not 
the company will ask for a franchise from 
the city at the next Council meeting, and 
the bids for lighting the city by electricity 
will consequently be delayed. One of the 
main reasons Mr. Burns gives for putting a 
plant in Pomona is, that the San Antonio 
company has run an opposition wire into 
San Bernardino. The business men of the 
city have nearly or quite ail contracted 
with the San Antonio company tor twelve 
months, so t1at the first start must neces- 
sarily be slow and confined to the resi- 
dences and the streets, should they get the 
bid for lighting the city.

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 


Two Fires in One Night at San Ber- 
nardino. . 


A Newspaper Office and Rottling Works 
Destroyed Besides Damaging Other 
Places—Losases and Insurance— 
News Notes, 


SAN BERNARDINO. 

The inhabitants of of the business part of 
the city and lodgers of the new St. Charles 
Hotel, were awakéned at 12:10 yesterday 
morning by the firing of pistols and the 
cries of “Fire! Fire!’ and, hastening to 
their windows and balconies, beheld a small 
blaze streaming from the back end of the 
brewery building. corner of E and Third 
streets, the property of John Anderson. 
The fire department responded promptly 
and the flames were soon subdued and the 
embers of the charred building quenched 
and blackened, the fire boys leaving every- 
thing cold at 1:45 a.m. The fire seemed to 
have originatedinthe printing office, or 
composing room ofthe Populist Publishing 
Company. What caaised the fire is 
not known. There was an oil stove in 
the roomm and the floor was burned 
through where it stood, and some say that 
this had been left burning and exploded, 
orin some way set fire to some papers 
that may have been lying too near it. 
Those in charge of the office. however, say 
that there had been no fire in the oil ‘stove. 
The burning of the floor there, more than 
in other places in the room, can be ac- 
counted for by the burning of the oll 
which would run upon the floor when the 
flames reached the stove from other places. 
The building was damaged to the extent of 
about $2000, and insured for $2500. 
The loss to the Populist Publishing Com- 
pany is but $300 or $400. Itis not known 
whether the company will resume the pub.

Date Palms for the World's Fair—Wreck 
of the Ruby. 

Nicholas Denof Glen Annie agreed to 
furnish two date palm trees for exhibition 
atthe World's Fair in Chicago. and a few 
days ago Ellwood Cooper and «. F. Eaton 
acting as a committee for thé World's Fair 
management, went out and made the chotce. 
They selected two exceedingly fine palms of 
the date variety, standing full forty feet in 
height and beautifully proportioned. One 


is a male specimen and the other a female. , 


and the latter hangs full of fruit now. The 
committee thimk thev are the equal. if not 
superior. to anything in the United States, 
They will be taken up, transported care- 
fully to Chicage and planted one at each 
endof the California building. where all 
Californians as well as the rest of the world 
may enjoy them during the continuance of 
the fair. 

Later news trom the wreck of the 
schooner Ruby, of this place. at San Cie- 
mente Island, goesto show that the vessel 
Was a total loss and that Mr. Stevens, one 
of the owners, came near losing his life.

Soon after- 
ward the swell was so heavy asto break the 
anchor chain, and the vessel began drifting 
ashore. Stevens, Libby and and Nidiver 
took the small boat and went on board te 
try to save the. vessel. This they would 
have done, getting sails up at once, had she 
not struck asunken rock, which broke a 
hole in her bottom, when she sank. Ste- 
vens, who could not swim, took refuge in 
the rigging, while Libby and Nidiver swam 
ashore, afterward pulling Stevens ashore 
with a fishline. He was under water much 
ot the time, and had imbibed considerable 
sea water, but after awhile was as good as 
new again, but with a keen realization of 
the danger he had just pastthrough, After 
resting completely the three men took an 
otter boat, and by rowing and sailing made 
their way inthe open boat, first to San 
Nicbolas Island, then to San Pedro, where 
Mr. Stevens chartered another vessel and 
went back after the men left on San Cle- 
mente, together with their effects and the 
shells gathered. They are expected in 
Santa Barbara ina few days.

It is Carried North by the Oakland Dele- 
gation. 

Mayor Hazard’s historic key has been 
carried away and is now in possession 
of the Oakland committee, on the way 
to the North, where it will be treasured 
inthe archives of the Alliance Club, 
until it shall be again their (or some 
other county’s) good fortune to return 
it southward in exchange for the silken 
banner, representing Republican pre- 
dominance in the politics of the State. 
On Saturday night last, when the 
Alameda gelegation was being enter- 
tained at a banquet in honor of the re- 
turn of the flag, the Mayor, in the 
course of his address, presented to the 
Bay county people the key as a talis- 
man, which would open to them the 
liberty and freedom of the city, and 
later in the evening, when the 
mild-eyed proprietor admonished the 
guests that it was a Sunday house they 
were in and that the hour of midnight 
was approaching, His Honor arose to 
thé occasion and declared that the 
subtlejsymbol would even stop the pass- 
age of time and reverse the order of 
things that be. The merrymaking fitly 
continued, and the Oaklanders have 
carried away with them the touching 
memento, bearing upon its edges the 
legend: ‘‘Banner key, unlocks the 
gates of the Angel City to Alameda’s 
sons.’’ 

lt was not wholly without regret that 
the Mayor saw his relic, which, by the 
way, is about four feet long, carried off, 
for its acquisition cost him considerable 
effort, and there is a little tale con- 
nected therewith. It was more than a 
year ago, when the city was to re- 
ceive one night some distinguished 
Northern guests, and the Mayor 
was, of course, called upon. to 
extend the municipal . hospitality. 
In company witha friend he started 
for the place of meeting, when the idea 
of using a key in the ceremony occur- 
redto him. It was then quite late, and 
all the shops were closed, but that 
didn’t discomfit the genial city official 
‘one whit,"’ for he was going to get a 
key anda big one, too. There was a 
locksmith’s store near by, and in front 
as a sign, four feet in length, hung the 
identical articie desired. It took buta 
moment to detach it from the fasten- 
ings, and, with the aid of a borrowed 
saw and some tin foiland mucilage, it 
was soon transformed into a glittering 
bar, such as Gabriel himself might not 
be ashamed to use in unlocking the 
golden gate, and His Honor, highly 
elated, went tothe gathering, and the 
key fulfilled its part of the perform- 
ance. The owner of the key was also 


present, and, recognizing his property, 
was very wroth thereat. Luckily, he 
postponed execution of the vengeful 
thoughts, of which his mind was full, 
until the following dav, when he met 
Mayor Hazard, and, after some negotia- 
tion, the latter became the owner of 
the latch-turner in sole and entirety.

THE BOY MURDER. 


The Trial of the Chinese Fiend 
Continued. 7 


Strong Evidence Brought Out Against 


the Alleged Murderer. 


Mun Sing, Saw the Man When He 
Made His Escape. 


Ah Yang's Story of His Flight as Told to 
the Gardener at Compton—His Cap- 
ture by Police OMocer 
Steele 


The trial of Ah Yung, the Chinese ser- 
vant accused of the murder of a boy 
named Fernando Quijada, under cir- 
cumstances of a most revolting nature, 
on October 18 last, was resumed before 
Judge Smith and a jury in Department 
One yesterday, the courtroom being 
crowded with spectators of both sexes, 
who appeared to take great interest in 
the proceedings. 

The jurors selected to try the case 
are: O. B, Allen, F. A. Atwater, D. J. 
Boynton, G. Clark, L. C. Clark, G. Cof- 
fin, E. C. Daniels,S. M. Davidson, W. 
Dockstader. C. 1. Goucher, L. M, Rus- 
sell and G. W. Winsor. 

The following witnesses were called 
and testified on behalfof the prosecu- 
tion: Mun Sing, Officer F. H. Steele, 
Chan Kiu Sing, Hardie Moulton, Yu See, 
Ah Kim, Ah Sam, E. A. Bryant, M.D., 
Castorio Yorba and Officer N. A Harris. 

Mun Sing's testimony was to the ef- 
fect that about 4 o’clock on the after- 
noon of October 183 last she was en- 
gaged with household duties in her 
kitchen, which opened into a yard ad- 


joining that in the rear of the house | 


where the murder is believed to have 
been committed. Hearing an unusual 
noise, as of some one choking, in the 
next house, she ran out into the yard, 
and calling the attention of Yu See, a 
neighbor, to the sound, induced her to 
accompany her to her house. After 
listening to the noise for some moments, 
the women came to the conclusion that 
a robbery was being committed, and 
they conveyed their impressions toa 
Chinese passer-by, who went for as- 
sistance, and, upon his return, at- 
tempted to effect an entrance to the 
shanty, but found thedoor locked. The 
witness’ curiosity overcame her fears 
to some extent, for she ran into her 


| house and watched from a window in 


the second story, when she saw a man 
in the garb of her countrymen fun 
across the yard from the house, jump 
the fence and disappear in the direc- 
tion of the Chinese hospital. It was 
then too dark for her to discerh the 
man’s features. 

Officer Steele related the circum- 
stances surrounding his arrest of the 
defendant at Florence, which have 
already been prblished in these 
columns. 

Chan Kiu Sing an interpreter. testified 
to certain statements made bythe de- 
fendant after his arrest, in response to 
} questions asked through him D 
ive Bosqui. 

Hardy Moulton’s evidence was to the 
effect that he had frequently purchased 
opium from an old man atthe house 
already referred to, and had seen the 
defendant there forseveral days prior 
to the murder. 

Yu See merely corroborated Mun 
Sing’s testimony, but the next witness, 
Ah Kim, created a sensation by stating 
that he had known the defendant for 
some time past. That about 6:30 
o'clock on the afternoon of October 13 
he purchased some chile peppers at the 
house adjoining the scene of the mur- 
der, and as he passed the place 
he saw the” defendant there and 
noticed that something was going on. 
Soon afterward he saw the defendant 
jump the fence and run away, He did 
not hear of the murder until some hours 
later, and had never spoken of the mat- 
ter to anyone until Monday, when he 
told his roommate of it. 

Ah Sam, a vegetable gardener residing 
at Florence, also gave very damaging 
testimony. He stated that upon his re- 
turn from town to his ga 
day after the murder, the defendant, 
whom he had never seen before, came 
to his shanty and asked for money, 
Stating that he had hit a boy and was 
in trouble. Having heard of the mur- 
der, however, the witness refused to 
give him any money, and the defendant 
left the place. 

Dr. E. A. Bryant, whe held an au- 
topsy on the body of the deceased boy, 
related in detail the result of his inves- 
tigation, and stated it as his opinion 
that the boy had undoubtedly been 
choked to death before his body was 
thrust into the cesspool where it was 
discovered. 

Castorio Yorba, a boy, testified to the 
effect that he had seen the defendant 
standing in the doorway .of the house 
on Apablasa street every dav fora 
week prior to the murder. 

Officer N. A. Harris stated that he 
searched the house in controversy after 
thediscovery of the boy’s body, and 
found a basket with watercress in it, 
and a boy's hat secreted under a stair- 
way and covered with sacks. 

Court thereupon adjourned for the 


day, the case going over until this 
morning. 


THE CORONADO SUICIDE. 


Her Identity as Kawe Morgan Fally Es- 
tablished—Farmer's Letter. 

W. F. Farmer, the Hanford (Tulare 
county) man, where Katie Morgan, the 
Coronado suicide, lived before she came 
to this city, has at last been heard from 
by Chief of Police Glass. 

It will be remembered that when Tug 
Times made public the identity of the 
mysterious Coronado Hotel suicide, 
while the detectives and other news- 
papers.were floundering around in the 
dark, Chief Glass telegraphed Mr. 


‘Farmer, as he gave the unfortunate 


girla letter of recommendation, but as 
Mr. Farmer lived out in the country, the 
dispatch had to be forwarded to him 
through the mails, hence the delay for 
almost a week. 


The gentleman’s letter reads as fol- 
lows: 


HANFORD (Cal.,) Dec. 12, 1892. 

Mr. J. M. Giaza, Angelee—DEAR Sipe: 
Your message received yesterday. I am 
more than surprised to hear of the tragedy. 
If it was Kate Morgan you can rest assured 
that it was no case of suicide, for the 
reason thatshe had no cause for commit- 
ting such an act.. When she left me! told 
her ifshe needed anything to send to me 
andi would assist her. Her people are 
well-todo. Her husband, Thomas Morgan, 
has been traveling in the interest of some 
manufacturing company. His home is 
Hamburg, Iowa, I have known them fora 
good many years. She wrote me soon 
after her arrival in Los Angeles that she 
bad sécured a situation at a Mr. Whitnev's. 
a banker, on the West Side. She had when 
she left here quite a sum of money, one 


en on the | 


large, flat-top trunk, two leather satchels 
and a lady's gold watch. She said she was 

oing to deposit her money in a national 

ank for safe keeping. Her relatives are 
Henry Broomback and Thomas Morgan, 
Hamburg. lowa; John W. Chandler, her 
grandfather, and John Samuella, Riverton, 
lowa. I cannot help but think there is 
some mistake about its being Kate Morgan. 
She was troubled with rheumatism while 
here, and went to Los Angeles on account 
of its fine climate, with intention of living 
there if she liked it. You say you have 
positive evidence that it is her. What is 
it? She has a second cousin living in this 
county. She certainly would have written 
to some one if she contemplated the awful 
act. Yours most respectfully. 

W. F. FARMER. 

There is no doubt about the identity 
of the unfortunate girl. She answered 
the description of the Coronado suicide 
in every particular. That Katie Mor- 
gan intended to commit suicide when 
she left her employer. Mr. Grant of this 
citv, on the 23d of last month, there is 
no doubt, for she did everything in her 
power to conceal her identity. 

She defaced or destroyed her name 
on all of her belongings. The name on 
pictures had been cut off, and she over- 
looked nothing except her marriage cer- 
tifcate, and it was through this that 
her identity was established. 

There are several mysteries surround- 
ing the case that may never be cleared 
up. If, as Mr. Farmer. says, she had 
money when she left him, no one knows 
whet became of it. The day before she 
left this city she drew up or had signed 
some kind of a legal paper, but the per- 
sons with whom she did business are 
not known, and for some reason they 
prefer to remain in the background. If 
she had money she must have disposed 
of itin some manner onthat day, and 
at her request the matter is probably 
being keptasecret. Thecause of her 
rash act is also a mystery. 

At any rate she had only $16 when 
she killed herself at Coronado. 

That her family in Hamberg, Iowa, 
are satisfied with the identity there can 
ve no doubt, for the body was buried in 
San Diego at their expense last Satur- 


ay. 

The following Associated Press dis- 
patch frem San Diego, received yester- 
day, says: 


The burial of the Coronado suicide of two 
weeks ago, Mrs. Kate Morgan, née Farmer, 
took place at10 a.m. Kev. H. B. Restarey, 
rector of St. Paul's, read the Episcopal 
burial] service. Many women were in at- 
tendance. Prominent ladies sent flowers 
for the casket, Dut no one followed the re- 
mains tothe cemetery. The grandfather 
of the deceased was J. W. Chandler of Riv- 
»erton, lowa.

L. Graff, H. T. Hazard, E. Germain and 
W. C. Patterson. The committee will 
meet today at 3 p.m. to make final 
arrangements. 

Information recently received from 
Washington makes it very clear that 
there is at least a fair chance of getting 
an appropriation at the present short 
session. One of the things necessary 
to accomplish this, it is thought, will be 
the sending of a representative of the 
chamber on to Washington. 

J. Leroy sends to the chamber some 
dine naval and seedling oranges from his 
Redlands ranca. 

A sheet of 4-cent stamps, represent- 
ing $120, lay on thesecretary’s desk 
yesterday, which will pav postage on 
BUUU copies of the Bureau of Informa- 
tion souvenir pampblet, to be sent out 
this week to various libraries, newspa- 
pers and private individuals through- 
pout the Last. 

“Whatdol think of the citrus fair 
business?’’ said Secretary Willard yes- 
terday toa Jimg#s reporter. ‘Well, I 
think Colton won it fairly, and there is 
nouseto cry ovtr spilled milk. We 
might as well go down and help them 
out, although 1 am of the opinion that 
the most ot the exhibits will be from 
San Bernardino county. San Die,;o and 
Ventura have sworn they willnot go 
Gown there; every newspaper in Los 
Angeies county nas denounced it; the 
Kediands facts, one of the San Bernar- 
dino papers, tue Santa Ana Blade, and 
until recently a_é Kiverside paper, 
have opposed it. Any one who at- 
tended thecitrus fair here last year 
must have noticed how few Los Ange- 
les people patronized it. The tourists 
were the ones who attended, and Los 
Angeles has ten times as many tourists 
as Colton; but, undoubtediy, the localy 
attendance will be much better in com- 
parison to Los Angeles, but that will cut 
no figure at all when we consider the 
comparative small population. We 
have been making a good tight, but we 
must accept the uefeat good-humoredly. 
Uniess somebody makes a business of 
Watching out for these things we lose 
them ali, and Los Angeles was too in- 
different till it was too late, when she 
woke up to realize what she has lost. 
Ihave a telegram here from C. M. 
Wells, who says that Hancock of Sacra- 
mento and Mattnews of Tehama voted 
for Los Angeles, the other six present 
jollowing tne lead of Gird and Hardison. 

‘J think the Colton managers have 
set a dangerous precedent in that they | 
have placed tne fair in the hands of the 
San Bernardino County Agricultural 
Association, of which L. M. Holt is pres- | 
ident and general manager. Whenever 
we held a citrus fair we got together a 
convention of thecitrus fruit growers 
from all over Southern California and 
formed a-citrus fair association. The 
Chamber of Commerce cut uo figure in 
itexcep~ toraise the guarantee fund 
aud ioax money for preliminary ex- 

nses. 

“This San Bernardino Fair Association 
ran behind $2500 last year, and they 
hope to paythat debt citrus 
fair. The question naturally arises, 
How much will be left for the World’s 
Fair? Had it been held here all profits 
would have been used for that purpose; 
as it is, but one-half are promised. We 
are notin the habit of losing money up 
here at our fairs; we don't go out after 
wool and come back shorn, as a rule. 
Last year we raised $7000 here beside 
the $2500 allowed by theState. We 
had a margin of $2000 left, and we put 
everything on a magnificent scale, too. 
We paid $500 inextra premiums; we 


paid expenses of exhibitors, as cartage, 
etc., a thing never before done.”’ « 


TE COURTS. 


A Damage Suit Commenced in 
Department Six. 


Why Mrs. Lucy Wagner Wants Three 
Thousand Dollars. 


Out Iron Works a 


Public Nuisance. 


Young Clande Hill Before Jadge Smith— 
Trial of the Brown Damage Sulit 
Continaed—Court Notes— 
Today's Calendar. 


In Department Six yesterday the trial 
of the case of Mrs. Lucy C. Wagner et 
al. vs. W. Lewis Bell and A. J. McCone, 
an action for damages on account of an 
alleged nuisance, was commenced be- 
fore Judge George E. Otis of San Ber- 
nardino, sitting for Judge McKinley, 
anda jury. The plaintiffs were repre- 
sented by Messcsr O'Melveny & Hen- 
ning, and Messrs. Knight & Simpseun 
and W. H. Metson appeared for the de- 
fendants. 

The jurors selected to try the case 
were S. N. Androus, S. Bland, H. Boet- 
cher, V. R. J. Chapman, J. H. Cocke, M. 
Horton, A. N. King, R. Kitchiine, J. L. 
Lamphear, C. W. Lane, T. A. Pallette 
and J. F.. Twitchell. 

The plaintiffs alleged in their com- 
plaint that since July 2, 1886, Mrs. 
Lucy C. Wagner has been the owner of 
a lot 208 feet deep, with a frontage of 
fifty feet on Ash street, in this city, 
upon which she and her husband erected 
a dwelling-house, expending about 
twenty-five thousand dollars in the im- 
provement of the property. upon which 
Mrs. Wagner recorded a deciaration of 
homestead on March 29, 1890. 

That defendants are possessed of a 
lot on the corner of Ash and Chavez 
streets. upou which, during the past 
twelve months, they. have maintained 
and operated what are known as the 
Fulton engine works, in a_ building 
erected thereon, and partly enclosed 
with corrugated shee. iron, within 
thirty feet of plaintiff's house. 

That by reason of the pounding and 
hammering upon sheet iron, incident to 
the construction of various kinds of 
machinery, and the blowing of steam 
whistles, plaintiffs have been harassed 
and annoyed continuously, and day by 
day, at every fall of the trip-hammers 
used by defendants, their house has 
been shaken and jarred from its founda- 
tions, so that the plastering on the 
walls and the chimneys bave cracked. 
That the smoke, soot and cinders which 
emanate from defendant's works are 
injurious to plaintiff's health, and that 
all these things interfere’ with the 
comfortable enjoyment of their home, 
it being impossible, while the works 
are in operation, to carry on a conver- 
sation in the house in an ordinary tone 
of voice. 

That plaintiffs used to rent some of 
their rooms to tenants; but on account 
of the noise created. by defendant. 
they were nbw unable to do so, excef 
at greatly depréciated rates. They 
therefore seek to recover $3000 dam- 
ages, to have said works declared a 
nuisance, and compel defendant to 
abate the same. 

The defendant, W. Lewis Bell, in his 
answer, specifically denies ezch and 
every allegation contained in the com- 

laint. 

During the day’s session the follow- 
ing witnesses were called for the 
plaintiff: H. Rhea, L. Bales, Mrs. Nellie 
freeman, Dr. T. J. McCarthy, Charles 
W. Griswold, H. L. R. Stiles and M. G. 
Gonzales, and at the close of the latter’s 
testimony the case went over until 
this morning. 

The testimony developed that there 
was nomore noise about the works 
than is usual in such cases; that no 
nuisance was created, nor was there 
any special inconvenience caused by 
reason of the proximity of the iron 
works. 

THE HILL CASE. 

Claude L. Hill appeared before Judge 
Smith yesterday morning with his 
counsel, M. E. C. Munday, Esq., who 
interposed a demurrer to the inftorma- 
tion on file agaifist his client, upon the 
ground that the same did not substanti- 
ally conform to the requirements of the 
statute; that more than one offense was 
charged, and that the facts stated do 
not constitute a public offense. The 
court being otherwise engaged, set the 
matter for hearing tomorrow morning. 

BROWN DAMAGE SUIT. 

In Department Five yesterday the 
trial of the damage suit instituted 
against the Temple Street Railway 
Company by Mrs. Kate Brown, was re- 
sumed before Judge Shaw and a jury, 
and occupied their sole attention all 
day. Five witnesses were examined, 


Kate Brown, M. Russell andC. J. Bell, 
and the matter them went over esti 
morning.

FLOWERS OF THE SEA. 


A Fine Collection of Alg@w at the First 
Congregational Church. 

The pariors of the First Congrega- 
tional Church have been converted into 
an art gallery, the like of which Los 
Angeles never saw before. 

Miss M. J. Westfall of Pacific Grove 
has brought down her magnificent col. 
lection of algw, containing 1200 speci- 
mens Cast up by the waves of the Pacific, 
beside about two hundred specimens 
from other parts of the world. These 
delicate sea mosses are arranged ina 
variety of ways, entirely original. 
Some of them are on ribbon, 
others on bolting cloth and are far more 
beautiful than any hand painting can 
be. Lovely transpatencies are made by 
mounting them on ivorine, and Miss 
Westfall has ingeniously arranged sev- 
eral varieties into a landscape, over 
whose frame is flung a dainty illusion 
drape, with some of these lovely ‘‘flow- 
ers of the sea’’ fastened in the cobwet 
meshes. 

These specimens cover half a dozen 
long tables in the center of the room, 
beside a continuous line of tables 
against the walls. Every color of the 
rainbow is found in them except yellow. 
A single rare specimen, in fact, has 
seven distinct shades of color. 

It is a noticeable fact that the Atlantic 
specimens are far inferior to those of 
this coast, being infinitesimally smaller 
and not attaining the brilliant coloring. 

Among the foreign specimens are 105 


mounted by Prof. Collins, of Harvard 


University, and sent by him to Miss

Westfall.

What Gen. Chipman’s Study of the 
Census Develops. 


The Wonderful Increase 


Southern Counties,

A Statistical Review of Value to the En- 
tire State—Sections Which Have 
Gained Rural Population— 
Growth of Cities, 


Gen. N. P. Chipman, chairman of the 


Committee on Industrial Resources of 
the State Board of Trade, has compiled 
one of the most valuable reports ever 
presented to that body, It is a study of 
the census, the population of California 
in 1880 and 1890, with the lesson. of 
its distribution. There is in the report 
a great deal of significance to this 
section. It shows what counties have 
vained rural growth and where the in- 
creased population has gone. As usual 
in all such statistical reviews, Southern 
California comes out ontop... The State 
Board was to have met at San Fran- 
cisco yesterday, when the report was 
to be presented. Jt is given in full as 
follows: 
GEN. CHIPMAN’S REPORT. 


The growth of the great West has been 
marked by a large increase of rural popu- 
jation. Larre cities and prosperous towns 
ha¥e crown up witb its development, but 
the strength and power of the West have 
resviied from the rapid increase of the 
farming population. 

Wherever agriculture has been the basis 
of wealth the lands have been first occupied 
in sinall heldings, andthe towns built up 
late: or perf paasn. 

There is no reason why this law should 
have been. or still should ‘be, reversed in 
tuis State. The wealth of California lies in 
her soil and its capabilities, under our 
strikfagly favorable climatic influences. 
The census bulletin, No. 134, issued by 
the Government, gave us a table of the 
counties of the State whose ones was 
enumicrated; it compared 1880 with 1890, 
showing increase and decrease in 
cral counties, and total increase for the 
decade. it also gave in detail the popuia- 
tien in townships and towns and cities, but 
no attempt was made to trace the people to 
their homes, or to show by arranged data 
the relative increase or decrease in town 
and country, nor to bring into comparison 
the drift of population in respect of the 
different localities of the State. 

i have undertaken to separate the tables 
and rearrange the dataso as to show the 
relative increase in town and country, my 
purpose being to discover where the in- 
crease has gone and what deductions may 
be drawn from the facts. 

Certain localities, by thoughtfully consid- 
ering these results, will tind ample cause to 
bestir themselves, while other localities 
will find full justification for all they have 
done in the way of promoting development. 

The unpleasant tact will appear that the 
net increase of 343,436 for the whole State 
can be found in a few only of the counties, 
while some—the richest in natural re- 
sources and advantages—have gained but 
little or notatall. Of this increase, 195,- 
O05 have gone into cities and towns of over 
3000 inhabitants, and many more into the 
smaller villages. 

The analysis which Isball give will show 
that we have gained of rural population in 
ten years only 78,113, while the towns and 
cities have gained 265,323, or over 77 per 
cent. More than one-third of the entire in- 
crease has gone into the three cities of San 
Francisco, Los Angeies and Oakland. 

The following table cives the distribution 
of our population as shown by the census of 
1890, compared with 1880, and locates the 
increase for the decade.

the apparent excess in the column of rural 
increase. 

My tables also correct an apparent error 
of the census table in treating Los Angeles 
county. Orange county was formed in 
1889, and all the population there found 
was placedinthecolumn of increase for 
that county in 189y. The fact is, that by 
consulting the census of 1880 we find 8579 
of this increase tor 1890 were in the same 
territory in 1880. In giving the increase 
for Los Angeles, the census bulletin treats 
this number, 8579, as in Los Angeles 
county in 1880, and thus diminishes the 
increase in the latter county. I have in 
mv table dealt: with Orange fairly, but 
have deducted these 8579 from her aj 
parent incréase, thus correctly showing 
what has taken place in the territory com- 

rising the two counties. and thus giving 

wos’ Angeles the full credit to which she is 
entitled. 

The tables, however, enable one to see 
the exact status of each county and it is 
also easy to arrive at certain deductibns, 
whichfact gives the tables their valuc. 

Twelve counties have lost an agyregate 
of 20,525 population. Some of these have 
doubtiess left the State, but the larger part 
have gone tothe other counties, and re- 
appear as new population there. It was 
the closing down of the mining industries 
that largely caused this hegira. 

The tables show a large disproportionate 
gain in the cities and towns. The country 
has gained only 22.7 per cent., while the 
gained 77.3 per 
a Any one familiar with the conditions 
esting in California will see that this is 
an unhealthy distribution of our increase. 

Looking more in detail, we find thata 
few counties have received nearly all this 
increase of rural population. 

The following list shows that 96,860 of 
the rgral population have gone into njne- 
teen counties, and 5236 haye gone into 
fourteen counties, making 102,146 in all 
for thirty-three counties. The actual! in. 
crease Of rural population for the whole 
State, however, was only 78,113: and this 
means that 24,033 have shifted, leaving 
their former homes, going into other coun. 
ties, or -have left the State and been re- 
placed by new people, who have settled in 
the growing counties:

The result of the tables is, that while we 
have added 343,436 to the mass of our po 
ulation, we have: added since 1880 tothe 
towns 265,323, whict leaves only 78,113

In some counties there has been an in- 
crease in the population of the towns. but 
the county as a whole has decreased. 
Butte county is anexample. The town of 
Chico has gained 1237, while the county 
as a whole has lost 782. Amador has 
1064 less population than in 1880, buther 
towns have increased 1093. 


it will appear also that in some cases the 
counties have gained in population, but 
the gain has all and more gone into the 
towds, showing an actual loss to the county 
of rural population. San Joaquin 
county isanexample. The towns in that 
county have gained 5922, while the coun- 
try has lost 1642. That is, the difference 
between the gainin the whole county and 
the gain in the towns shows an actual loss 
in tbe country. The two columns of actual 
gain in towns and gain in rural population 
together aggregate 367,469, which num- 
‘ber, as sbOwn in my tables, exceeds the 
actual gain in the whole State by 24,033. 
Twelve counties, shown by the tables, lost 
20,525 of these, and six counties fell, off in 
rural population 3508, while gaining in 
the towns that number more than the otal 
gain in the counties: and this accounts for 


the San Joaquin Valley, the delightful sub. 
urban valleys around the Bay of San 
Francisco, and the widely known watering 
places of Santa Cruz and Monterey. It 
embraces also the country ‘where the bulk 
of the deciduous fruits and the cereals of 
the State are produced: a region, too, 
within the direct and immediate infiuence 
of our metropolis, and comprising an avail- 
able area very much greater than that of 
Southern California; and yet these thirteen 
counties have added to their rural popula- 
tion 4249 less than the seven counties south 
of Tehachepi. 

It is noticeable that some rich and attrac- 
tive counties are notin the list and show no 
ruralincrease. San Joaquin and Stanis- 
laus are conspicuous by their absence,when 
their high merit is considered. 

Turning to group 3 we find a still more 
discouraging exhibit. Leaving out Men- 
docino, Del Norte and Humboldt counties, 
as situated on the coast and Separated from 
the other counties of the group by a high 
mountain range, and we have as increase 
of rural popuiation of the entire Sacra- 
mento Valley, only 2018. 

And this result is reached by leaving out 
of consideration Yuba and Butte counties, 
whose aggregate loss in ten years was 
2430, which would wipe out the gain I 
have shown for the whole valley. This, 
however, was a loss of miners, and hence I 
Rive the valley the benefit. Otherwise it 
would appear thatthe Sacramento Valley 
has 402 less rural population than in 1880, 
and I suppose accurately speaking this is 
the true situation. 

There is much to encourage the. counties 
ingroup 2, but what can be said toexplain 
the utter stagnation in the counties lving 
in the Sacramento Valley:® Sacramento, 
Yolo, Colusa, Glenn, Yuba, Sutter, Placer. 


Butte, Tehama and Shasta counties possess- 
ing every attraction to the home-seeker 


that can be found elsewhere in the State, 
have not added one-third as many rural 


population as the single mountain county 
of Siskivou. 


Little Inyo, tucked away in the heart of 
the sierras and accessible by rail only by 


| the way of Carson City, Nev., has grown 


more than Sutter and Yolo put together, 
and about as much as imperial Coluga, with 
all her boasted primacy as a wheat-pro. 
ducer. 

Alpine, hedged in by mountain cliffs and 
reached by snowshoes in winter, with a to- 
tal population of only 667, gained as much 
as Yolo, of whose county Scat it is said that 
it contains the wealthiest per capita’ popu. 
lation of any town in the United States. 

And vet in this group of laggards will be 
found the largest vineyard.¢a the world 
and the largest orchards of deciduous fruit 
trees inthe State. The orange graves of 
Marysville, Colima, Palermo, Oroville and 
Piacer attest acclimate similar to that of 
famous Riverside. All that beauty of scen- 
ery and picturesqueness of landscape can 
add to a country fertile as the fattest lands 
of the State is here present to invite intend- 
ing settlers; but they have notand do not 
come. I claim the right to speak thus 
plainly of inv own home. 

There is some reason why Fresno has 
gained 10.350 of rural population in ten 
years, and Tulare 7867, while San Joaquin 
and Stanislaus have gained none, and Mer- 


ced only about one-tenth as many as Fres- 
no—all lying side by side in the great val- 


of soil and climate. 

There is some reason why the splendid 
counties of Sacramento, Yolo and Solano, 
through which every visitor to San Fran- 
cisco trom the North or East must pass, has 
added Jess than 1000 to their agriculturat 
population in ten years. 

lwilrnot at this point attempt to give 
the reason lest I break the force .of the 
facts Iam pressing upon public attention; 
those most concerned should search it out 
and apply the rémedy, as should be done 
elsewhere as well. 

rhe foregoing dppears chiefly from the 
face of the census. Going outside and con- 
sulting facts known to us all, and we are 
able to make some furthergimportant de: 
ductions. 

The rural or agricultural growth has 
gone where the truit industry has devel- 
oped or is being developed largely, and. it 
has shunned the exclusively wheat-growing 
counties. 

Turn back and consult the tables, and in 
every case, with a very few exceptions, 
where there has been substantial increase 
you will find acounty where fruit is the 
distinctive attraction. The exceptions are 
cases not involving agricultural develop- 
ment: as, for example, Siskiyou and Hum- 
bokit, where the lumber interest brought 
the people in large part. In no instance 
will you find any growth worth mentioning 
in the rural districts where wheat farming 
is the leading industry. Generally in such 
districts there ts an aetual loss of popula- 
tion and decadence of prosperity. The 
towns have grown in some countié@s, but the 
country has not. : 

It will be seen also that while 61 percent. 
of our rural increase is in the seven coun- 
‘ties south of the Tehachepi Mountains, 
the balance is nearly all south of aline 
drawn east and west through the city of 
Sacramento. 

Itis worth our while to search out the 
reason for this. It does not lie is soil or 
climate; the conditions both of soil and cli- 
mate are even more favorable north of this 
line than south of it, by reason of similar 
conditions generally, and with the added 
comparative cheapness of lands and in- 
creased rainfall north of the line, which 
makes irrigation unnecessary to grow 
fruits successfully. What is the cause? — 

Primarily Iattribute it to large land hold- 
ings and a failure or unwillingness of the 
owners to subdivide and invite immigra- 
tion. 

Another potent cause is the absence of 
competition in transportation lines, by rea- 
son of which there has not been that stimu- 
lus on the part of carriers, so energizing in 
the South, to promote immigration and 
create new bnsiness. 

Without the data I cannot state more 
than my belief, but my belief is that the 
agricultural tonnage has not increased in 
the Sacramento Valley in the past .ten 
years, whereas it ought to have mos than 
doubled. Leaving out the fruit snipments 
Ithinkthere can be no doubt about the 
agricultural tonnage having fallen off, and 
this is a reproach tothe people of the re- 


panies. But whetheror not tonnage has 
decreased, the fact remains that the people 
do not increase, and without people we can- 
not have prosperity and growth. 

Still another, and by nomeans the least 
important cause, lies with the resident pop- 
ulation themselves who do practically noth- 
ing to improve upon existing conditions, or 
to show the capabilities of soil and climate. 
It has been demonstrated in this State that 


*;%)tife genesis of every successful attempt to 


attract buyers and bring in settlers has 
been the local effort of citizens. In no in. 
stance have strangers alone come in ad- 
vance and possessed the country and de. 
velopedit. The iocal people have always 
made the first advancement and demon. 
strated their faith by their works. Fresno 
is a typical and honorable example of this 
fact. Southern California is a resplendent 
monumentto the loca) enterprise of her 
ople. 

Scattered over the North are large plant- 
ings, but there has been no community of 
effort looking to immigration. Gen. Bid- 
well at Chico has probably 1500 acres of 
orchards; Gov. Stanford at Vina, 3500° 
acres of vines; A. T. Hatch and his asso- 
ciate, 1700 acres of orchards at Biggs and 
600 acres near Cottonwood and 1000 at 
Suisun, besides other plantings. Other 
large orchards might be named, and many 
smaller ones; but trees don’t grow people. 
and large orchards do not imply increased 
population. 

While as a board we represent the whole 
State, and have always avoided the promo- 
tion invidiously of one section over another, 
is it not our plain duty when we see causes 
at work to retard any particular portion of 
the State to point them out and lend our 
assistance to their removal? 


T lute truth about Northern Cali- 
forn\ais that in some respects it offers 
greater inducements tothe settler who de- 
sires tO engage in our leading industry of 
fruit-growing than any other portion of the 
State at this time. 


Lands are cheaper, the climate is favor- 


tion is not a necessity, the region is healih- 
ful, the landscape surroundings are cheer- 
fuland picturesque, the country is well 
watered, river navigation is practicable to 
the upper end of the Sacramento Valley, a 
railroad traverses the country on either 
side of the river, the lands’ are fertile and 
bring fruit trees rapidly into bearing, the 
valley has no disadvantage save its heat in 
summer, which is no greater than in all 
our valleys remote from the sea, and this 
disadvantage only adds somewhat, but no 
great deal, to the discomfort of living for 
two or three months of the year, while 
having its compensation in growing and 
curing our fruits. Notwithstanding the 
large land holdings to which I have al- 
luded, there are many thousands of acres 
of excellent land for sale at low prices in 
almost every county. 

I think we have aright to point out this 
condition as we know it to exist; and while 
we would not divert a single person from 
other parts of the State, we may, with en- 
tire propriety, say as a board, that no 
reason exists why Northern California 
should petreceive a large population. 

There is this to be said in justification 
for making the exhibit Ihave presented as 
graphic as possible. It brings the condl- 
tion squarely before our people; it corrects 
false impressions and dispels false hopes; 
it answers the class who have claimed that 
we have been doing well enough—basing 
their opinions upon unrelated data, and 
appropriating results attained by others.

crease of population. 

San Joaquifi and Stanislaus will begin to 
inquire wWhiy the people have gone past 
their doors without even stopping to bid 
them good morning, and have settled down 
in Fresno and Tulare. The people of the 
Sacramento Valley will ask why it is that 
343,436 inhabitants bave settled in the 
State during the past ten years and only 
2018 have cast their lot withthem. If the 
germ of public spirit and patriotism and 
enterprise has not died out utterly, it will 
—or certainly should—awaken our slum- 
bering energies and arouse our latent ac. 
tivities. 

And withal, I maintain that this very ex- 
posé will be a Safe and true guide-board for 
the intending settler, who is not able to 
pay high prices for land, but would prefer 
to go where his labor will not only give 
him the same returns as he would get eise- 
where, but will give him the added value to 
his land that must come to him if he set-

It will be a surprise to many to find how} 


the favored counties land has reached a 
high figure, if not its maximum; in the 
counties referred to not yet developed. the 
settler will have the benefit of the rise in 
values that will surely attend rapid growth. 

The ,tacts brought out by these tables 
uggest some important considerations to 
he transportation companies. If it be 
true, as the foregoing would seem to dem. 
onstrate, that the. fruit industry is des 
tined to be the leading agricultural indus- 
try of the State; if it be true that to it is 
due largely the increase of our agricult- 
ural population, the plainest principles of 
business interest would require the rail- 
road companies to promote this growing 
industry in every way consistent with fair 
returns for the service. And the rélie f 
and encouragement mustcome, not alone 
in lower rates, but ratberin prompt and 
expedited service. 

We shipped east by rail in 1880 546 
carloads of fruit; in 1891 it had increased 
to 17,738 carloads, excluding wine and 
brandy. This large addition to the busi- 
ness of carriers in shipping our fruit is 
but a part of the added traffic. It has 
brought with it increased passenger 
trafic, and all the varied and profitable 
business of distribution of supplies to this 
army of truit-growers. We have but to 
study the evolution of Southern California 
to see how enormously the freight and 
passenger business has grown under the 
direct and immediate influence of the 
fruitindustry. It wouldseem to me that 


_the plainest dictates of ordinary business 


sagacity would bring the fruit-crowers and 
transportation companies into the most 
intimate and friendly relations, and that 
there should be no attempt on the part of 
one to over-reach the other. 

To say that the future successful develop: 
ment of fruit-growing depends upon its 
treatment by the railroad companies, is 
only to repeat what is patent to us all. To 
say that theyo would deliberately enforce a 
policy detrimental to, or destructive of, the 
industry, isto attribute a degree of ignor- 
ance to their managers which we know they 
do not possess... We, therefore, speak with 
the same plainness and frankness to the 
railroad companies as we do to ourselves 
when dealing with the lessons to be drawn 
from the study of the census. A common 
interest suggests certain obvious steps to 
be taken by railroad managers as well as 
by the people. Southern California and 
portions of Central California have done 
well, and are doing well—let us be thankful 
forthat. Northern California needs the 
earnest, intelligent effort and best energies 
of her most influential citizens; and, espe- 
cially doesit need something more than the 
mere operation of trains on the part of the 
only, railroad company we have; it needs 
its direct efforts to promote immigration. 

There ig no single sound reason why, 
the mmiitual and zealous codperation of 
these two forces, the people and thg rail- 
road company, working to a common end, 
we should not rapidly add to our popula- 
tion, develop new business and increase 
the prosperity of this portion of the State. 

Ihave been led, Mr. President, to lay this 
matter before this board, because it seems 
to be within the province of my committee, 
and because lam deeply impressed with 
the belief that there are causes at work to 
retard the growth of portions of the State 
that ought to be sought out and remedied. 

I think the facts should have the widest 
circulation among our own people in order 
that they may be stimulated to search the 
remedy and apply it. It may not be pleas. 
ing to’ delinquent counties to see their 
short-comings thus exposed, but the true 
friend of progress never fears the truth, 
but rather.welcomes it. I have the same 
unshaken faith in Northern California that 
has kept me there at work in my humble 
sphere for sixteen years—proud of the de- 
velopment at the South and elsewhere—but 
always hopeful that the splendid resources 
of the North would have recognition. 

I believe that there will soon be an awak- 
ening among the people of this region and 
that we shall at no distant, day enjoy the 
higher civilization that always attends the 
expansion and development of a country so 
intrinsically meritorious and so deservedly 
inviting as Northern California, 

‘Trusting that my labor—and it has been 
no easy task in thus presenting the results 
of immigration to the State for the past 
decade—may awaken inquiry, and that it 
may lead to greater effort where, it now 
plainly appears, it is most needed, this re- 
port is respectfully submitted. C2 


RESTORED LANDS. 


The Supreme Court Decision Dis- 
cussed by the Legal Fraternity. 


Attorneys Averse to Placing Themselves 
on Record Until They Have Studied 


the Opinion ig, Its 
Entirety. 


The United States Supreme Court de- 
cision in the Southern Pacific land 
cases, by which a million and a haif 
acres have been restoredfto the public 
domain, generally 
among the legal fraternity yesterday. 
it is generally conceded that this is one 
of the most important opinions ever 
handed down by the court of last resort, 
but attorneys, asarule, prefer not to 
express any decided views until they 
have had an opportunity of studying the 
decision in its entirety, as the questions 
involved are of too weighty a nature to 
hazard a ‘horseback opinion.”’ 

Mr. Call was seer by a reporter, but. 
said there was nothing of interest be- 
yond what was printed in Txe Times 
yesterday morning. There were .many 
points involved, and until ne received a 
copy of the decision in full he preferred 
not to make any statement for publica- 
tion: He would only saythat there was 
no occasion for any excitement, or any 
undue rush to take up these lands. 
‘There were certain formalities to be 
gone through with, and while any one 
could *‘squat’’ on any of the unoccupied 
lands at any time there was no reasou 
to hurry matters. 

One of the great benefits to Southern 
California growing out ofthe decision 
is the restoration tothe United States 
ofthe odd numbered sections in the 
great National Reserve lately estab- 
lished, covering 700,000 acres of land 
in the Sierra Madrerange. The Gov- 
ernment now owns both the odd and the 
even sections. The sheep men who are 
denuding the mountains must go, and 
the timber and vegetation will be pro- 
tected, which will operate as a natural 
reservoir to preserve the snows and 
rains of winter for summer irrigation, 
and prevent disastrous floods ad 
other benefit growing out of the deci- 
sions is the opening of all these lands 
to active settlement and _ soon 
subjecting them all to their share 
ot the public burdens, where here- 
tofore they have mostly been held at 
prices beyond the reach of the ordi- 
nary farmer, and the lands have nearly 
all escaped taxation in the hands of the 
railroad. Notthe least benefit, how- 
ever, is the necessity the Southern Pa- 
cific Company will now be under to dis- 
miss the scores of suits it has brought 
against various people to recover these 
lands and to.,recover money on contracts 
given and received for the title of the 
railroad. lan

A Southern Pacific Collision 
Which Was Lucky. 


Experience of Clara Morris in a 


Runaway Car. 


An Organized Effort to Demoralize 
the Passenger Rates.

Southern Pacific passenger train No. 
17, due to arrive at 12:3Q moon yes- 
terday from the north, did not arrive 
until5 p.m. The cause of the delay 
occurred at Bealville, this side of 
Bakersfield, where the rear car of the 
train narrowly escaped being demol- 
ished in. a collision. The car was a 
Wagner sleeper, occupied by the Clara 
Morris Dramatic Company, Its air 
brake and coupling mechatism vary 
greatly from the Pullman cars run on 
the Southern Pacific, and, it appears, 
both were in bad order. The brake 
was of the kind known as ‘‘direct air’’ 
and the coupler was of the Janney pat- 
tern, and both fitted ill with the rest of 
the train. When the engine signaled 
to put on brakes on approach- 
ing Bealville, about two hours 
behind time, the rear brakeman 
by }mistake turned the uncoupling 
whé6el of the Wagner instead of the 
brake wheel and disconnected the car. 
The fact that the train had parted was 
soon discovered by the engineer, who 
promptly backed up to couple on 
again, but he allowed the train to bump 
so suddenly against the car asto send 
it rolling down grade. The efforts of 
the conductor to sidetrack the run- 
away car were ineffectual, and it went 
on its way down the main track until it 
collided with a freight train which was 
following close behind the passenger. 
The sleeping car and locomotive came 
together with acrash that resulted in 
breaking in the front end of the boiler 
and the rear of the sleeper. The pas- 
sengers in the Wagnercar were jolted 
considerably, one man being thrown 
from his seat upon his shoulders and 
another sent across the car in sucha 
way as to breaktwo legs—of a table. 
Other members of the company did not 
pay much attention tothe shock, hav- 
ing been on the roadsometime. It was 
fortunate that the freight train wasin 
the way to intercept the runaway car, 
for had its progress not been stopped, 
as it was, it might have run further and 
fared worse, 


BROKERS WILL BOYCOTT. 


Another cloud is becoming visible in. 


the passenger rate situation in Los An- 
geles, which may be but the precursor 
of an approaching storm. The ticket 
brokers of the city held a meeting last 
evening, adjourned from the day before, 
and resolved to boycott all transconti- 
nental roads except one, and throw all 
their business by the line selected. By 
this concerted action they hope to 
breed suspicion among the competing 
lines which will result in  ab- 
rogating the agreement now in 
force by which the regular agents are 
not allowed to sell tickets to brokers 
or pay commissions on sales. They 
think they can throw such a volume of 
business to one line that the others, to 
protect themselves, will violate the 
agreement and offer some inducements 
to secure a share of the traftic. In 
order to make it appear that 
commissions are being paid: they 
can afford to cut rates at a dead loss 
of $2 to themselves on each 
ticket. This policy has been followed 
with more or less success in other cities, 
and the brokers have so strong an or- 
ganization that they are formidable 
rivals to the reguiar agents. Though 
it was hoped that the demoralization of 
rates had ceased in Los Angeles, a 
ticket to St. Louis was sold yesterday 
at a cut of $1.50, and rumors offssimi- 
lar cuts are daily heard. The brokers 
are fighting hard against the announced 
policy of the general passenger agents 
todown them effectually before the 
World’s Fair. 
SOUTHERN PACIFC TIME CARD. 

Itis now definitely announced that 
the long-expected new time card of the 
Southern Pacfiic will go into effect on 
Monday morning, the 19th inst. 
The Sunset overland will reach Los An- 
geles from the East at 4 p.m., and go 
notthward at the same time as at pres- 
ent. The only other change in this 
card will be in the leaving time of the 
Redlands train, which will be 7:45 a.m. 
instead of 10:30 a.m.

and quite cool weather prevailed, with frost 
on the morning of the 10th, doing no harm. 

Los Angeles county---The Palms: Farm. 
ers have been busy since the rains putting 
in grain. Light frost formed in low places. 
with no damage of consequence. Duarte: 
Seeding bas been in progress during the 
week. Highest temperature 68°, lowest 
39°. Pomopa: The weather has been 
clear and cool, with frosts. The orange 


crop is estimated at one hundred and fifty 
to two hundred carloads of first-class qua!- 
ity. 

Ban Bernardino ‘county—Rialto: The 
rains came in the best of shape for bene’: 
cial results. Barley is already doing well, 
and a large acreage is being planted, 
strawberries are in blossom, and ripe rasp- — 
berries are being picked. Chjno: Severa! 
hundred acres of new land is being plowed; 
avery large acreage of bariey will be sown. 
Thirty-five acres of experimental winter 
beets are up, and are not in the least in- 
jured by the frosts. Ontario: The nights 
have been very cool the past week; the 
minimum temperature ranged from 30° to 
35°. The orange crop is thought not to 
have suffered. 

Orange county—Anaheim: The orange 
crop is ripening fully two weeks ahead of 
former years, and shipments will commence 
shortly. The crop is of fine quality and 
free of scale. Tustin: A large . acreage is 
being put to barley. Olive and deciduous 
fruit trees will be planted quite exten- 
sively. Weather cool with frost on several 
mornings, which did no damage. 

San Diego county—San Diego city: Plow- 
ing is progressing rapidly; grass is com- 
ing up and showing well; light frost with 
no injury tovegetation occurred. National 
City: Plowing is going on in every direc- 
tion.

The Road Question. 
[Ohio Farmer, } 

The construction and maintenance of 
roads should not be a local affair for 
each district to deal with as best or 
worst itcan; nor should this work be 
left chiefly to farmers. It was all very 
well in olden times for the farmers to 
turn out once a year and fillsome of the 
holes in the track through the woods 
that led to the market town, but farm- 
ers are not road engineers, nor have 
they time or personal interest totry to 
become expert in road construction. if 
they had, and could do so, it is a load 
they should not be required tocarry. 

The public roads belong to every citi- 
zen of this country, so far as the right 
to travel over them goes, and they are 
sufficiently important to the welfare of 
the State and Nation to make their con-~ 
struction a State or national matter. 
When these authorities take this matter 
in hand, send competent engineers to 
establish proper grades, according to 
the importance of the roads and the 
country through which they pass, and 
who know how to make the cheapest 
good roads in all kinds of soil, and when 
they perfect asystem by which the lo- 
caltaxpayers will be assessed a due 
portion of their cost, and the State asa 
whole the remainder, then we will get 
good roads. 

Farmers’ management of the public 
roads is not a success, because they are 
not agreed as to the best methods, do 
not know the cheapest good one for 
their locality, are disinclined to levy 
heavy taxes, and are too busy with their 
private affairs to become road experts 
anyway. The world moves faster than 
farmers, and we are stuck in the mud. 
The State should make the roads of its 
citizens her affair. Their improvement 
would be a State improvement, and 
would be a better investment for State 
money than are canals, or than our 
creeks are forthe millions of national 
money annually squandered upon them. 
Each community should be made to pay 
a fixed percent. of the cost of roads 
running through it, and in return should 
have the assurance that its money is 
expended far more wisely and econom- 
ically than is now the case. 


Information as to Hairpins. 
(Cincinnati Enquirer.] 

Hairpins are made by autothatic and 
verycomplicated machines. The coiled 
wire is put upon drums and becomes 
straightened as it feeds itself to the 
machine. It passes along until it 
reaches two cutters, which point the 
end atthe same time they cut it the 
length required. This piece of wire 
then slips along an iron plate until it 
reaches a slot, through which it is 
pressed into regular shape. The hair- 
pins are then put into a pan and ja- 
panned, after which they are heated in 
anoven with a temperature of from 
800° to 400°. There are but four 
American factories. The largest are in 
Birmingham and Waterbury, Ct., the | 
others in Philadelphia and Brooklyn. 
Five hundred thousand dollars’ worth 
of hairpins are annually imported from 
England, France and Germany.

and lady, the old men and women, the 
comedian and soubrette and a whole 
corps de ballet staved in one theater 
during the entire season. When, as 
was the casein my town, there was 
only one theater, those who frequently 
visited this house of entertainment got 
pretty well acquainted with the stock 
ladies and gentlemen as they appeared 
in one character or another. Itis just 
seventeen seasons ago that the pefiod I 
have alluded to overtook me, and after 
much shy and silly maneuvering I se- 
cured the acquaintance of some of the 
people who belonged to.wthe company of 
Bernard Macauley in Louisville. Among 
these was a young slip of a girl scarcely 
more than 16 years old. Her sister 
held a more prominent place in the 
company and was coaching the young 
girl for more ambitious parts when she 
should be older. During the season Mr. 
and Mrs. Florence came along with the 
well-known play The Mighty Dollar, 
and the slip of a gir] was cast to play 
the part of ‘‘Libby, Dear.’’ Before this 
she had been scarcely noticed, but was 
passed by as a young thing not worthy 
of serious attention. Byt in her new 
part she had found her opportunity and 


. fairly divided the honors with the able 


veterans who were the stars of the 
This young and unknown girl 
was Ada Rehan, who seventeen years 
later is still young, but known and ad- 
mired by the theater-goers of two con- 
tinents. 

Mr. Florence wished very much that 
the young girl should leave Louisville 
with him, and play the same part in 
other cities to which he was going. 
But she was too young to start out on 
her own hook, and wisely decided, or 
that she must stay in the stock company 
with her sister. The next season she 
went to Aibany, and there she attracted 
the attention of that shrewd and accom- 
plished manager and playwright, Au- 
gustin Daly. She soon joined his com- 
pany and has remained with it until 
now, contributing nota little to the suc- 
cess and fame of a company of players 
which has won all the honors in sight 
in their own America and successfully 
braved the criticisms of London, Berlin 
and Paris. Since Miss Rehan became 
one of Daly’s players I have watched 
her progress with great interest, and 
my delight in her triumphs has been 
somewhat enhanced by a kind of feel- 
ing ofkinship on account of those few 
meetings I had with her during my 
salad days, and because I was a witness 
of her first success. 

Seventeen years passed away, during 
which the callow youth who thought 
Eivsium lay somewhere in the green 
room, behind the footlights, had be- 
come a man of middle age, and the slip 
ofa girl had become a beautiful and 
well-rounded woman, famous for the 
skill and versatility of her art. ThenI 
had speech of Miss Rehan again. Did 
we know each other? Miss Rehan did 
not know me; why should she? She did 
not even remember ever to have seen 
me before, and, though she recalled the 
dingy old town and her youthful tri- 
umpns there, i had no part in her recol- 
lections. But I knew her, of course. I 
knew her as every theater-goer in New 
York has kuown her these dozen years 
past. Iknew the tones of her voice, 
the glance of her eyes, the toss of her 
head and her merry little laugh. She 
Was just the same as seventeen years 
before, except that she had become a 
woman—a woman crowned with days, 
but all unspoiled and unaffected. Child- 
hood, girlhood, womanhood—each has 
its beauties, and they are not to be com- 
pared. I have seen Miss Rehan in each 
stage of her growth, and always has 
she been charming in the simplicity and 
naturalness that form her chief charac- 
teristic as an actress. This character- 
istic of her art belongs not only to her 
art, butto her personality, which, to 
her lasting credit be it said, she has 
never obtruded upon the public for the 
purpose of advertising herself or the 
theater in which she played. 

Newspaper readers will recall when 
their attention is drawn to the fact that 
they have rarely, if ever, seen any pub- 
lished interviews with this charming 
actress. The rule in the profession is, 
I believe, that anything that will make 
the public think and talk about a player 
is legitimate enterprise. Would an 
actor or actress talk about himself or 
herself and the art each practiced? 
Well, you can depend upon it that each 
would do that very thing. Miss Rehan, 
however, holds that what she is on the 
stage belongsto the public and that so 


dogg as she is there she is a legitimate 


object for criticism and comment. But 
off the stage she belongs to herself, and 
her privacy is as sacred to’her as pri- 
vacy isto anyoneelse. She is content 


_ with what is said of.her as an actress; 


as a woman the public has no business 
with her or hers. In holding these 
views she passes no judgment on others 
who act and think differently. It was, 
therefore, no very easy thing to 
arrange for the interview I held 
with her the other evening in Mr. 
Daly’s office behind the stage in the 
theater. lhave interviewed a great 
many people on a great variety of sub- 
jects, but I will confess that I was never 
so much embarrassed in my life as when 
I found myself sitting opposite this 
charming voung woman, who was ready 
to talk, but waiting for me to give the 
cue. I knew, too, what I wished her to 
talkabout. Icouldnot ask her what 
she thought of Tennygon, for I was sure 
that if 1 did she would laugh at me, as 
would have been proper. But it was of 
Tennyson that I particularly wished her 
tospeak. Afteradelay ofa few sec- 


onds that seemed long minutes to. me I 


managed to recall the story I had just 
seen in a newspaper of how Mr. Tenny- 
son had been persuaded to let Mr. Daly 
have his play, The Foresters. This story 
was that Mr. Daly was very keen to get 
the play, but that the t always re- 
fused. Atlength the venerable man 
came under the bewitching wiles of Miss 
Rehan and was as Merlin in the toils of 
lovely Vivien. 

‘‘No, there is ao truth in that story,”’ 


Miss Rehan responded. ‘Lord Tedny- | 
sou wrote the play for Henry Irving 
and Ellen Terry. Mr. Irving did not 
see his way clear to putting it on the 
stage and regretfully sent it back. 
Then it was sent to Mary Anderson and 
she thought of bringing it out, but about 
that time she took it into her head to 
ps. married and again the play was in 
rd Tennyson's hands. When we 
were in England summer before last 
Hallam Tennyson told Mr. Daly that his 
father wished us to take the play, and 
we did. Then we acted it gs you know, 
and Lord Tennyson was delighted at its 
success. Had he lived and his health 
continued he would, no doubt, have 
written another play for us.”’ 

Thus were we launched into a talk 
about Tennyson anda silly story, the 
work of some silly imagination, contra- 
dicted at the same time. 

“When we saw Lord Tennyson this 
summer,’’ Miss Rehan continaed, ‘there 
was agreat change from the summer 
before. Then he took me for a walk in 
tte woods and fields, and I assure you 
that when we got back to the house I 
was completely tired out, while he 
seemed as fresh as when he first started. 
He was strong and sturdy then and 
seemed good:for many years. But last 
summer when we saw him he was very 
much broken; it was really painful to 
see him, andeven his magnificent voice, 
so resonant and musical before, had a 
quaver init now. Oh, the change was 
pitiful.”’ 

Miss Rehan’s allusion to Tennyson’s 
voice recalled to me what Carlyle had 
said of it in a letter to Emerson: “His 
voice is musical, metallic—fit for loud 
laughter and piercing wail and al! that 
may be between.’’ I asked if this 
were so. 

‘Yes,’ she said, ‘‘that’s it exactly. 
Is it not so, governor?” turning to Mr. 
Daly, who sat by listening to the con- 
versation. Mr. Daly nodded his head 
in assent and Miss Rehan continued! 
‘“‘When we first saw Lord Tennyson we 
had just come from Rome, where we had 
had an audience with the Pope. His 
voice is wonderfully sweet and musical, 
and when Lord Tennyson spoke we at 
once recalled the voice of the holy pon- 
tiff. Their voices were verv much alike 
and both are wonderfully sweet.” 

The idea that got abroad that Tenny- 
son was ungracious and inhospitable 
because he insisted that the merelv 
curious should not invade his privacy 
has been pretty well disproven since 
his death by the testimony of those 
who went to him with proper creden- 
tials. Miss Rehan found him most ap- 
proachable and extremely hospitable. 
and at table after dinner very genial 
and full of anecdote. I told Miss Re- 
han of the scene Mrs. Anna Thackeray 
Ritchie describes of Tennyson at Henry 
Irving’s Lyceum Theater. Mrs. Ritchie 
says: ‘‘l once heard Tennyson talking 
to some actors—to no less a person, in- 
deed, than to ‘“Hamlet’’ himself, for 
after the curtain fell the whole play 
seemed to flow from off the stage into 
the box where we had been sitting, and 
I could scarcely tell at last where real- 
ity began and Shakespeare ended. The 
play was over, and we ourselves seemed 
a partof it still; here were the play- 
ers, and our own prince poet, in that 
familiar, simple voice we all kn@w, ex- 
plaining the art, going straight to the 
point in his own downright fashion, 
criticising with delicate appreciation, 
by the simple force of truth and con- 
viction carrying all before him. ‘You 


are a good actor lost,’ one of these, the : 


real actor, said to him.’’ I quoted this 
to Miss Rehan and asked whether she 
agreed with Mr. Irving that the great 
poet was a good actor lost? This inter- 
rogation made Miss Rehan hesitate for 
a moment, as though she were balancing 
the question in her mind, and then she 
replied: 

“I fancy that a man of Tennyson’s 
ganius could have been almost anythirg 
he chose: he chose to be a poet, and 
wasthe greatest of his time; had he 
chosen to be an actor he would hare 
been also a great actor. Whynot? He 
had the presence, the physique, the 
sympathetic intelligence, and then that 
marvelous voice.”’ 

There were several things said of 
Tennyson by Miss Rehan evidently not 
meant for publication, and these, of 
course, I do not set down. Such was 
also the case with what she said of Sar- 
dou and several other of the notable 
European authors and playwrights. 
For the great French dramatist. who 
Was most polite and attentive tothe 
Daly players, entertaining them at his 
summer home, she expressed much ad- 
miration, and for him she evidently had 
a great liking. 

Iasked if she had any objection to 
telling meher plans for the future. 
Here she turred to Mr. Daly and asked 
her ‘“‘governor’’ to reply to my query. 
Mr. Daly said that he had decided that 
hereafter he and his company would 
spend about six months in America and 
the other six months in Europe. Tothe 
manager's explanation of his plans Miss 
Rehan smiled an assent which appeared 
to indicate that her ‘‘governor’s’’ plans 
for the future were also her own, and 
therefore we may not expect in any 
near tomorrow that the leading lady of 
Daly’s company will follow Mrs. John 
Drew's example and secede and set up 
business for herself. | 

This conversation took place while 
the first act of Dollars and Sense was 
being finished and before the curtain 
rose on the second act. Then I went 
into the front of the house and wit- 
nessed the marvelous performance of a 
young woman who had played ‘‘Rosa- 
lind,’’ ‘‘Katherine’’ and ‘‘Maid Marian,’’ 
who had had an audience with the Pope, 
and walked over the Surrey fields in in- 
timate conversation with England’s 
poet laureate, kick up her heels asa 
hoydenish ingenue and sing the nursery 
classic, ‘I’ve cometo see Miss Jenny 
O’Jones.’’ Her repertoire is certainly 
large and her versatility unbounded.
